WASHiN-aTON, D. C, Sept. 3. 

The Treaty of Washington seems to 
be an everlasting thorn in the Bide of 
the Canadians. The taxation of the 
tin cans containing lobsters and sal- 
mon was counted a Yankee trick. 
The annoyance in regard to seal locks 
and transportation of bonded goods 
across the frontier uo.\.t vexed our 
neighbours, and now comes the great- 
est of all. Tlie Grand Trunk llailway 
Company has been emphatically in- 
formed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury that the Company cannot do the 
carrying trade on the lakes. It ap- 
pears there is a conllict of opinion la 
the interpretation of the 30th article 
of the Treaty of Washington, and the 
Secretary tlecidos in fovour of tiio 
United States. The following is the 
te.vt of tlie letter addressed to the Col- 
lector at Port Huron, Mich. : — 

"1 have received your letter of <.he 
23rd August, slating that the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company of Canada 
desiro to ship tloiir and other niorchau- 
dise fu their bteameivj from Duluth, 
Minn., to Saruia, Canada, aud thence 
by rail via Port Huron to Detroit. At 
Sarnia the merchandise would be re- 
loaded into cars on the Company's 
yard pass over the ferry into the 
United States at Port Huron, which 
proceeding the Directors claim would 
meet the requirements of Art. 30 of 
tho Treaty of Washington, relative to 
the carrying by land in Canada of 
mercbaudiso destined from one port 
or place in the United Sttite to anuthgb 
er port or i)laeo therein. They also 
chum that under .Art. 1'.) of tho regula- 
tions of March 30, 1875, they have the 
same right to ship freight to Detroit 
in the manner proposed that they 
have to send it to Island Pond or St. 
Albant). 

"in reply to your request for im- 
mutliato instructions, you aro inform- 
ed that it appears to the Department 
that such slupiuents were not contem- 
plated by tho treaty or the regulations 
aforesaid; but they would be an in- 
fringement on tho right to engage in 
tho coasting trade of tlio Uuilod Slates 
given by law cxchisively to American 
vessols, and that they aro forbidden 
by Sec. 15, 110 of the Revised Stetutes, 
which provides under severe penalties 
that "No goods shall at any port of 
the United States on the frontier be 
hulon on a vessel belouging wholly or 
in part tosubjectsof a fonngii country, 
and shall be taken them o to a foreign 
port to be reladen and reshiped to any 
other port in the United States, with 
intent to evado tho coasting laws." 
There could lio no claim to a right to 
land tlic i^'i.'oils at I'ort Huron, and 
the laiiding of them at merely acru-ss 
the river in Canada, the transporting 
them to that port over the ferry, does 
not seem to me to alter the case." 

Tho Chicago "Tribune" remarks: — 
Our neighbours of the Dominion of 
Canada sjem to exiienonee no end of 
dis^riintleinent (Jii aci'uiini of the 
Washnigton Treaty, and tho interpre- 
tations thereof made by tlio United 
States. Some lime ago it was the 
tariff on tlie tin cans containing lob- 
ster and salmon that troubled them, 
and then the decision rnlative to seal 
locks and the Irausjiortatiou of boiul- 
ed goods was a source of vexation. 
This time the question of the carrying 
trade on the lakes between ports in 
tho United States has called forth a 
letter from Secretary Uristow, the 
eirect of which is to cut oil' a large 
unioiiiit of Irallie from tho Uraiid 
Trunk, steamboat, and tho railway 
linos. Mr. Bristow cousti-ues tho treaty 
to mean that this class of carrying 
trade is restricted exclusively to Ameri- 
can vessela, ami that Canadian com- 
petition is shut out. 

CoiuiitcT Spkaking.- -Young peojile 
cannot commein o too early to acquire 
tho habit of corre(;t speaking ami wri- 
ting, and to abandon as early as po.s^ 
sible any use of slang words or

He has 
nieudy to use the laii;|iiaj,'0 wiiicli ho 
icad.s, instead of thu slang winch li(> 
hears; to form the tastes from the 
best speakers aud poets in the country 
- to treasure up choice phrases in his 
memory and habituate himself to their 
uso, avoiding at tho same time that [le- 
dantic ])ro('isi(m and bombast wliic'h 
show tho wealciies.s of vain ambition, 
I'at.lior than the polish of an ediicntod 
man

Figures.- 

Editor Colonist: — I nxa convinoed 
that the relatioua of British Columbia 
to the Domiuion'oro voiy imperfectly 
iinderstood by. a Inrg^o piopoitiou of 
ber people; especially is Ibis the cuse 
iu relatiou to the iinuucial bouolits sho 
receives, for ou uo other hypothosiH i.i 
it possible to oomprehond the constuut 
reiteration of tho statement that Gon- 
fodoi'iition has been an injury, and tluit 
sec'jssiuu from C.'aiiada woiilil promote 
lior welt'aio. I hav(3 ol'ton heard tho 
nssertioii, and Boca violoutly contra- 
dictud whou I huvo denied it, that t-lio 
province, iu tho revonucH siio has Bur- 
rcnderod to Canada, ha.s given nioi o 
tliiiu slio roeoivGH. Tho.su wlioae duty 
it Khould 1)0 UH leaders, and wliosc 
prido and iucliuf^iiou it would be were 
thoy Htatesmeii, to sooth on irritated 
))0(jplo and harmonise their relations 
with Canada, have not only Bcduloualy 
I'o.stered tbia erroneous iiloa, but have 
;:t)uglit to croato i^-euoral di-struHt in 
Caiiaila, doiiouiioiug her preiuictr and 
f^'ovoruiug ineu ixa tricksters, aud lintoiH 
of British Columbia, the railway sur- 
voys being made aa a mere blind, 
all hopo of ov(;r -seeing the r.ailway as 
dejiarted, and clo(dariiig the dovcdop- 
iu<'nt uud goiieral interests of the 
cjiintry to be impeded by Confedora- 
tion. Thoy have told British Coluiii- 
hiaas tli;rt (hoy :iro scoruodby Canada, 
b!!C!uise thoy aro few in numbers and 
uiiiiilliienLial, that because they aro 
hot ten or l\velv(; (IioiislikI and sli" is 
four inlllioijs, that calluuti to ovory 
feeling of justioo 'tnd honor she has 
dealt with thorn up to the present uud 
will deal with thoiii in the i'lU.iiro a.s 
though they wero a i:oiii[iierod [icoplo, 
with no righl.s that -sho is bound to 
observe. 

As tho most concluisivo evidonco I 
can oiler in coutrndictiou of those 
statements, and in supjiort of the i)ro- 
positioM in my last cniuiniinicalioii 
"that British Coluiubia is receiving 
the ;.p-eatest benelits from Coufedora- 
tioii,'' I have boon at sonio labor to 
compile aud now give you tiio actual 
figures as taken from the latest pub- 
lished "jmblic accounts of Canada" 
aud otiier oflicial sources. The general 
currectiu Hs of these figures I challeuyo 
any ono to disiirovo. 

Lot mo iidt l.'O suijposod to seek lo 
prove too much. That tho time con- 
tract in the railway clause of the 
Terms of Union has not been fulfillod 
I at unco admit, but on another occa- 
sion 1 may show that even ou this 
]K)int C'anada has a dofoiK^o. ^Ir. 
ilaokeiizie, at the time union was un- 
der discussion soleinnly protested 
against so rash an undertaking-, on tho 
ground that it was a physical iiniiossi- 
bility; his words of v\ arning were not 
without ofl'oet in (pialifyiug tho undor- 
htaudiug between the Commons of Ca- 
nada and tho del(-L,'ates fr(jm this 
province, as is witnessed by Sir Goo. 
Cartier's resolution that uo increas- 
ed taxation should be imposed . on 
Canada to accomjilish tliis particular 
of tho terms, and Mr. Trutcli's speech 
that British Columbia aiul her deio- 
gates would not regard it as a "ca.st- 
iron obligation." IMr. Mackenzie, tho 
people aro told, is tho "common ene- 
my" of this Province — that his gov- 
eriiinont will not in this generation 
buikl .11) miles of '■•.ilway was assert- 
ed by a member or tho local govern - 
mout at a meeting at Saanich; yet 
what are the facts? Since his ances- 
sion to power, from an expenditure of 
?8'2,0()0 in 1873, the annual cost of tho 
surveys has risen to about SKK), OUO, 
and instead of a fi.'w weak parties iu 
tho field, strong parties in every di 
rection are rapidly bringing them to a 
•onclusion; instead of the sham of 
turning a sod, construction surveys 
..ave been begun ou tho Mainland and 
Island and live vessels laden with 
steel rails will soon whiten our harbor 
with their sails. 

There is one feature of the question 
that it may bo well to point out to 
I'l itisli ( 'nbinilu'alis. 

Whulevei picjiiiise was jnit upon 
this province to induce her to enter 
Confederation w;is not by Canada, but 
by her own exigencios 

Her debt was $1,583,335 or ■within 
a fraction of $132 per head of her ac- 
tual white p()]Tulatiuii, Her treasury 
was eniply aud her borrowing power 
so feeblo that she was paying as high 
as I 2 per cent, per annum on loans. 
The Imperial Goveruinoufc wisluul 
to wahh her hands of her and the 
tiiii" liail eoniQwben it was imperative 
she should form koiuo new coniiecl ion. 
Canada could W(dl have afrorded to 
wait, (as she is now waiting for New 
Foundland on tho^East), to wait for 
lifty years yet to coino, until Manitoba 
and the Saskalelio wan valley should 
have become oc<.",ii)ie(l, as it will be by 
liiiiidrtids of t 111 iiisands of ])rosp(!rous 
s(-ttiers, and uiit il her railway system 
should have been completed to tho 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains. 
Then wonhl have been quite soon 
enou:5li foi Ik'I- to iiave sliifled I iio 
liiudeii of iintmh ( 'oluiu Ijia's dediis to 
the' shoulders of In r |ieii|i|e, nrto ha\(> 
ii(!guii eouiiihutin;; lo .iliiii--;h ("olmu- 
Ilia's necessities, annually, twice as 
much as sho receives, or is likely to 
rocoivo in revenue from her, and until 
then the millions to bo sppiit in Britisli 
Coliiiiil)ia, coiikl have br-eii applied to 
iminigratioii, canal ami i)tli(M' iiiiprovo- 
rnoiiis in Canada pro])er, and licr pros- 
perity liiivo Ix^cii accelerated at amiieii 
^renter pace than it is pos.-iiblo it can ln.- 
uow. liut ready as :;Iiq has always Inien 
lo meet lliu wishes of tho Home Govern- 
ment, and bear Ler share of thodisadvan 
t.^gcs, as well fts bonolltfl, of her p'.sition 
ill tho I'^mpiro r-he not only admitted 
British Columbia into the Dominion, but

Since then, for ptditioal reasons, to pa- 
cify tho Provinco of Quoboo, an -'amount 
was added to the dobi; of that proviBoe, 
aud booausoall provinces have to he treat- 
ed alike, again on tho basis of (;o,0tlO iio- 
pulation British Columbia has had .i?900,- 
000 added to hor allowed debt, and may 
now draw upon it as capital or reuoive 
interest annually upon it as she ploasos. 

Canada is iiov/ bound to tho gigantic 
uudorlaking of building tho Pacific Kail 
way, and I was never more impressed 
with tho scHi.-jhiiess of this Province than 
in listoning to ?dr. Beaven's assert ion at 
tho meeting at the Hall, that British Col- 
umbia did not caro how long it took to 
complete tho railway, that it wonhl be 
butter for hor if it took twenty years in 
construotion for this --aieaiit expenditure 
for her benefit of I'pily or fifty millions 
of dollars. Any interest in tho Dominion 
outside of this particular portion of it 
there is nono; any acknowledgemont that 
Canada has dealt generously with this 
Provinco is withlndd. No w'oiider if a 
combative feeling towards British Col- 
uiuhia is being aroiricd in the olderPro- 
viucos; or if, in them, it is being deplor- 
ed that she h.ad not been able to go hor 
way alone, and that Canada was com- 
pelled too soon to Iiave anything to do 
with her.

Our friends Joe Ca! Sun ,1- Co., Doase 
Creek, gives a good siu'iiail : indeed, bet- 
ter than I have had in Victoriit as yet — 
charging SI TjO a meal. Hockins Pra- 
zer of Telegraph also keep a good honso 
and try their best to ploaso their custom- 
ers. 

I started out fro:,! head of l>ease Lake 
to make Telegraiih Ciei k, UO miles, iu 
t wo days, walking -i t miles with my pack 
the first ilay; but I ''caved in'' the next 
day, and the rosnit was I struck a pack- 
trom and'kojit with them so it took mo ;!

GENTLEMEN:— As a general election 
for inemlierti to lejiresent you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance witli a, very general request of 
the electors of your District, to ofter my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I liear tho 
elections are to bo held will prevent my 
meeting you peraoojilly, as I had intond- 
. ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions thatare likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tho next Logisla- 
tiire. 

Tlio Indian (luestion I consider of tho 
greatest importance, arid one that should 
bo attoiubnl to at tho earliest possible 
mupu'iit. Living, as 1 do, amought a 
portion of the most discontented, I sjieak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy .settlement is arrived at, conae- 
(pienceH of a very pravo nature are likely 
to arise. The Indians are not uiircason'- 
able in their di niands; wliat they want is 
a fair .sottlenient, and 1 cannot see why 
this .should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Clonfederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider good, aud with tho snoce.sa ap- 
])arent that has attended tho boarding 
school at Cache CJreek, I would advocate 
a further ex|,ienditiire in that diieetioii, 
and consider tliat Kamloops and other 
liortioiiH of thiii large' Province should 
have institutiona erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of .\gricultnral Societies 

tliroughout till! Province, you are asvaro, 
I have for some time ailvoeated, and I 
wonld RiipjKirt any ineasiiri> giving a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such soinoties. 
It will 111! liio means of bringing fanners 
and stock raiserH together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

The early cominoncement of tho Rail- 
way on till' .Mainland of iJi itish Columbia 
is of the' greatest impoitanco to the si't- 
th-rs in this s(!i;ti(in nf our Province. 

Thi! lali' iiegDliutiiuis that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
Terms of Union I have been opposed to. 
aud consiilor that under no oiroumstanees 
should they have l>een entered into with- 
out consulting llie peojile. They have, 
hajipily for ns. been unsuccessful, but as 
it iH reported that fresh n(>g(,tiationH are 
likely to take idaiuiaml the niu'stiou must 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal (iovernment, I would support no 
Government who in treoting with tho Do- 
minion Oovornment ilid not insist on an 
early ooninienceinent nf railway (ujnstruo- 
tion on tho Mainhiinl, and an equal dis- 
tribution bc-LWecn \'aiH'i;nver l.sland and 
the I'Mainhind of any conipciisatiou that 
might bo olVoieil for tho noiifiillihuont of 
tho Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement uhould bo como to with tho 
Dominion Oovernmont by which our 
TarifT should bo HO nuuliiliid as to give 
us some protectiun for our stock interoKt 
Should yiiu. giiitlcmen, do mo tile 
honor of eieetin;,' iiie as one of yonr re- 
presentatives, 1 shall feel it always my 
duty to advocate tho expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on imblio works as far as the 
revenue of tho I'rovinco will allow, but 
that (Hily on works of a reiirodiictive 
chariicti'r. 

1 coiisidtir that tho Govtunuiont of the 
Province should be carried on with the 
strictest economy oompatible with pub- 
lic elllciency; that taxation should bo 
e(]uali/,ed .so that the rich man pay his 
fair pro])orlion witli tho jKior, which is 
not tho oaso now. I trust that those views 
will he acceptablo to yon, ami sliouhiyou 
ri-tiirn mo as one of youi reiiresentatives, 
I shall ondeuvor at uU times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus be enabled to aot according to the 
well iindersluod wislioi) of my oonutitu- 
011 ts.
